Welcome to our first free colour catalogue. I’ve been hoping to do this for a while and I’m pleased it has 
come together. We work hard to keep our website up to date and encourage you to shop there, but I know 
for gardeners there is nothing like a print catalogue. I have dozens of them and their dog-eared, note cov¬ 
ered pages bring back many a winter night I spent curled up in a chair with a glass of wine envisioning 
spring in their photographs. I still go through them and they remain to this day an invaluable reference. 

Ashdown Roses is entering its fourth year and this past one has been particularly busy. We organized the 
mother block, the test garden, started the display garden, got our On-line Library on the website — and 
there is still more to do!

No babying or 
transplanting roses to larger pots before they are ready to go in the ground. This means your rose can better 
survive its first winter or a sudden heat spell. The response so far has been terrific. Look for more of our 
roses being in this pot in the future. 

We’ve also added a lot to our website this year. Bob and Marily Young continue to make it all work, but 
they’ve kindly set it up so I can easily add content. There is a guide to our website later on in the catalogue. 

This year we made contact with Rose Hybridizers in Europe, Canada and this Country. We are proud 
that they have trusted us with their roses, and we will bring them to you as soon as possible. We are known 
for Antique Roses and will never stop carrying as many as we can, but I also want to continue to add the 
roses of the future. 

The people who work with me are what are most gratifying about Ashdown Roses. We run Ashdown 
with only six full time people, and all of them care about the roses, the nursery and most of all about you — 
our family. While we are all part of a team, I’d like to single out two folks who came on board a year ago; 
Jim & Trish Walsh. 

On pure faith they picked up their family and moved 2500 miles across the country to become part of 
Ashdown. I know all of you have seen the difference Trish makes because all your orders go through her.

I find 
here in our zone 7/6 gar¬ 
den I get about 4 flushes 
a year. If they bloom con¬ 
tinuously, which means 
they are rarely without a 
flower, we note so in the 
description. 

■ Fragrant 

These roses have good to 
outstanding fragrance. 

As with most things in 
life, fragrance is subjec¬ 
tive. Some roses that are 
fragrant for some aren’t 
for others. All that being 
said, we feel roses we 
label as fragrant will be 
for almost everyone. If a 
rose is intensely fragrant 
we mention that in the 
description. Please note: 
Roses not noted with a 
fragrance box (■) have 
slight fragrance. This is 
not always a bad thing. 
Many single petalled 
roses fall into this group, 
but they have a charm 
all their own that should 
not be overlooked. 


SIZE KEYWORDS 

This is the suggested size 
for most USD A climate 
zone 6&7 gardens. For 
those of you in warmer 
climates the roses may 
get a little bigger — for 
those of you in colder cli¬ 
mates they may stay a lit¬ 
tle smaller. 

Small Shrub Up to 3 1 

Good for mass planting, 
front of the border or a 
pot. 

Medium Shrub 3 1 - 5' 

Hedges, middle of the 
border or a large pot - 
say 18" or more. 

Large Shrub Over 5' 

Focal point plants or the 
back of the border. Also 
make great informal 
hedges & hedgerows. 

Small Climber Up to 10' 

Low fences or pillars up 
to 8’. Also consider 
them for tumbling over 
the top of tall walls. 

Medium Climber 10' -15' 

Walls, fences arbors and 
arches, smaller pergolas 
or large focal point pillar 
roses. 

Large Climber 15' - 20' 

Walls, long runs of fence 
and pergolas, not recom¬ 
mended for arches over 
pathways. 

Rambler 20' plus 

Long runs of fence, cov¬ 
ering sheds, growing into 
trees or in some cases 
enormous groundcovers. 


OTHER KEYWORDS 

Cutting 

These are the roses we 
feel are good for cutting 
and bringing into the 
house. 

Groundcover 

Groundcover roses are 
something new of late. 
Don’t expect groundcov¬ 
er like moss, but these 
roses will mostly stay 
under V in height and 
creep along the ground. 
They also work great 
tumbling over rock walls 
and can even help hold 
hillsides in place. 

Mauve 

Roses that are mauve or 
lilac in colour. No, they 
are not blue. There are 
no blue roses and if you 
ever see a picture of one 
you can bet the photo 
has been doctored. Roses 
do not contain the gene 
for the colour blue. Some 
folks are trying to get the 
gene in there in laborato¬ 
ries but we are against 
that. If Mother Nature 
wanted blue in roses she 
would have put it there 
herself! 

Shade 

These are roses that can 
handle a little less sun. 
Minimum sun for any 
rose is about 3 hours and 
morning sun is better. A 
little tip. To test a rose 
for shade tolerance, dig a 
hole the size of the pot 
the rose is in where you 
want to plant it. Slip the 
pot into the ground and 
then watch the rose for a 


month or so. It will tell 
you if it’s happy or not by 
blooming and putting 
out new growth. If it’s 
happy, then plant it 
there. If it’s not try the 
same thing in a new spot. 
Sooner or later you’ll 
find that perfect spot and 
you’ll aerate the soil 
while you are it. 

Single 

Single petalled roses are 
among the most charm¬ 
ing in the rose world. 
They tend to have a 
more wild and informal 
look that can accent any 
garden. 

Thornless 

These are roses that 
have little to few thorns. 
Consider these when 
planting roses anywhere 
where children, pets and 
cashmere sweaters might 
be present.
